state capitol, in an effort to save 
the provision in the face of an on­ 
slaught made 
by 
the 
opponents, 
friends of -the amendments increased 
the number of complaining cit'zens 
necessary from five to twelve, ands 
as a further concession that the gov 
ernor in 
filling vacancies, was to 
name a person of the same political 
party as the officers suspended. 
Senator Red wine made the motion 
to strike out, contending that it left 
a way open for 
frivolous 
proceed­ 
ings and made the tenure of office 
bestowed by the people a m atter of 
uncertainty. He, as well as other 
opponents, thought the present meth­ 
od for removing officers was suffi­ 
cient, and he was supported by Sen­ 
ator Kendrick,

Alabama Repeals Prohibition 
Law . 
Montgomery, Ala., Feb. 17.—By a 
■vote of 21 to 12, the Alabama senate 


late today passed the Parks local op­ 
tion bill in tfoe same shape as it 
came from the house. 


As soon as the presiding officers 
of the houses can sign the bill it 
will be presented to the governor and 
he will affix his signature at once. 
The bill becomes a law immediately. 
Any county, upon petition will be 
permitted to vote on the question of 
whether dry or wet and saloon or 
dispensary. A petition signed by 45 
Per cent of the voters of any coun­ 
ty will be sufficient to call an elec­ 
tion and the two propositions of wet 
or drv and saloons or dispensaries 
would be voted on at t h e same time. 
When Gov. O’Neal signs the Parks 
bill every prohibition statute on the 
books will be repealed and a pecu­ 
liar situation will arise. There will 
be no law prohibiting the sale of 
liquor on the statute books and none 
allowing it, for the Parks bill does 
not become effective until the bills 


are passed regulating the sale of li­ 
quor and no wet or dry elections 
can be held until these regulations 
are enacted.

ESCAPED TEXAS CONVICT 
SURRENDERS TO GOVERNOR 
Austin, Tex., 
Feb. 
17.—Douglas 
Menefee, aged 25, who escaped from 
the state penitentiary at Rusk on 
the night of Dec. I, 1910, and has 
since succeeded in evading the offi­ 
cers, walked into the office of the 
Board of Pardons in the Capitol at 
9:30 o’clock 
this 
morning, 
made 
known his identity to Commission­ 
ers Kirven and Hagen, and informed 
them that the bitterness of prison 
life was preferable to the constant 
mental strain and worry he had ex­ 
perienced since making his escape. 
Young Menefee was convicted of mur­ 
der in December, 1905, and sentenc­ 
ed to ten years’ imprisonment. 
It is said that he was to have been 
pardoned Christmas, 1910, had he 
not escaped before Gov. Thomas M. 
Campbell signed his release. 
Weary, foot sore, yet hopeful with­ 
al, Menefee appeared relieved after 
he had been granted a prsonal au­ 
dience by Gov. O. B. Colquitt today, 
and explained to the state's chief 
executive that he had walked nearly 
all the w'ay from Anderson county 
to make a personal appeal for lib- 
rety and the right to return to his 
aged mother and comfort and sup­ 
port her during her declining years. 
He told 
a 
straightforward 
story, 
made no attempt to excuse his act, 
but pleaded that seventeen months 
in jail and four years in the peni­ 
tentiary, to say nothing of the ment­ 
al anguish endured, had proven an 
awful penalty for his crime. He told 
of having planned his escape for 
months, and his determination to

Alabama Repeals Prohibition Law. 


Montgomery, Ala., Feb. 17.—By a 


vote of 21 to 12, the Alabama senate 
late today passed *he Parks local op- 
tion bill in tfhe same shape as it 
came from the house. 


As soon as the presiding officers 


of the houses can sign the bill it 
will be presented to the governor and 
he will affix his signature at once. 
The bill becomes a law immediately. 
Any county, upon petition will be 
permitted to rote on the Question o£ 
whether dry or wet and saloon or 
dispensary. A petition signed by 45 
per cent of the voters of any coun- 
ty will 'be sufficient to call an elec- 
tion and the two propositions of wet 
or dry and saloons or dispensaries 
would be voted on at the 'same time. 


When Gov. OWeal signs the Parks 


bill every prohibition statute on the 
books will be repealed and a pecu- 
liar situation will arise. There will 
be no law prohibiting the sale of 
liqu'or on the statute books and none 
allowing it, for the Parks bill does 
not become effective until the foills 


are passed regulating the sale of 'li- 
quor and no wet or dry elections 
can be held until these regulations 
are enacted.

hibition statute. 
>As proposed, 
the 


order of suspension 'was to ibe made 
upon the sworn charges of five citi- 
zens, and 'the governor could either 
send a referee to the county to take 
testimony or have the hearing at the 
state ca'pitol, in an effort to save 
the provision in the face o'f an on- 
slaught made 
by 
the 
opponents, 


friends of 'the amendments increased 
the number of complaining citizens 
necessary from 'five to twelve, and 
as a further concession that the gov- 
ernor 
in filling' vacancies, 
was to 


naime a person of Uhe same political 
party as tihe officers suspended. 


Senator iRedwine made the motion 


to strike out, contending that it left 
a way open for 
frivoiloiis 
proceed- 


ings and made the tenure of office 
bestowed by the 'people a matter of 
uncertainty. He, as well as 
other 


opponents, thought the present meth- 
od for removing officers was 
suffi- 


cient, and he was supported 'by Sen- 
ator Kendrick, who urged that the 
grant of power struck at one of the 
fundamental rigtots of the citizen. 


Senator Thompson told the Senate 


that conditions justified the grant of 
power, and- that it should not be left 
bo the caprice'of a single county or 
community. He. said the people, in 
their declaration for state wide 'pro- 
hibition, would not see their will 
hfowarted by county lines. 


Action of the senate in committee 


of the whole, if sustained by the 
senate, leaves the removal

as proposed by the house intact. This 
gives the governor authority to file 
an.

a derelict 


county officer without the interven- 
tion of a grand jury and the attorney 
general 
may take charge 
of the 


prosecution. The section is not al-; 


together acceptable to tbo governor.

Alabama Repeals 
Prohibition Law. 


Montgomery, Ala., Fet. 17.—By a 


vote of 21 to 12, the Alabama senate 
late today passed *he Parks local op- 
tion bill in 
tfhe same shape as it 


came from the house. 


As soon as the presiding officers 


of the houses can sign the bill it 
will be presented to the governor and 
he will affix his signature at once. 
The bill becomes a law immediately. I 
Any county, upon 'petition will be 
permitted to vote on the question of 
whether dry or wet and saloon or 
dispensary. A petition signed by 45 
per cent of the voters of any coun- 
ty will 'be sufficient to call an elec- 
tion and the two propositions of wet 
or dry and saloons or dispensaries 
would be voted on at the 'same time. 


When Gov. O'Neal signs the Parks 


bill every prohibition statute on the 
books will be repealed and a pecu- 
liar situation will arise. There will 
be no law prohibiting the sale of 
liqu'or on the statute books and none 
allowing it, for the Parks bill does 
not become effective until the 'bills 


are passed regulating the sale of li- 
quor and no wet or dry elections 
can be held until these regulations 
are enacted.
